London, June 9. — The London 
Morn in* Poet. Conservative In poli¬ 
tic*. to-day attacked Sir John Simon. 
British Foreign Secretary, for what it 
described aa in dec lalcm and lack of 
coherence in the present conduct of 
British foreign affairs. The news¬ 
paper’s editorial, beaded "Shllly 
Shelly.” dealt mainly with the World 
Disarmament Conference. 

The Poet reviewed the disarmament 
situation during the last six months 
and said sir John In effect had 
'‘contrived to eihbroll himself with 
the Oermans and then with the' 
French." a 

"If he can not ororcome realstance 
or enforce cohesion, then the only 
course consistent with his self-respect 
is to resign." it aaid. 

In another part of the paper The 
Poet’s political correspondent said the 
sympathetic attitude Sir John had 
displayed toward Oermany In his 
speech at Oencva last Wednesday 
was not. expected even by his col¬ 
leagues In government circles.

London. June 9.—A complete revi¬ 
sion of the international conventions 
governing copyright, patents, trade 
marks and designs wee agreed to yes¬ 
terday by representatives of thirty- 
nine nations, after a conference here 
which had lasted more than a niontix. 

The new conventions were 
scheduled to be signed to-dsy. 

The chief revision Is that the pri¬ 
ority of patents is guaranteed for the 
first time. Heretofore, when a patent 
was filed In one of the thirty-nine 
countries, citizens of other nations 
could file a similar patent In their 
own countries before the Inventor 
had a chance to do so. 

The new arrangement gives the 
inventor priority In all of the coun¬ 
tries signing the agreement, though 
he must complete hie filing within 
a year. 

Another change provides trade 
marks may be Registered separately 
In any country and sold separately, 
without prejudicing trade mark re¬ 
gistry In other countries. At present. 
If a trade mark is sold In one country 
the owner loses his rights elsewhere 
as w*U.

All 
like s warm spot In light soil and dis¬ 
like disturbance or too m uc h wet. 
They should be planted In partlcu- 
Tally well-drained soil or the winter 
wet la hpt to kill them 

There are a number of good pink 
Aubrtetlaa. Bridesmaid, rosy-pink; 
Moerhetmi. bright pink, and Rock- 
home pink are among the best of the 
pink shades. The cultivation of Au- 
brtetia la so well known that It 
need not be described. 

TYPICAL ALPINES 

Many of the Androeaces have pink 
flower . These are typical Alpines 
of the highest mountain ranges and 
all are beautiful, gems in any rock 
garden. They like a deep rbot run 
In well-drained, gritty soil and some 
of them winter better If a pane of 
glass is put over them to keep the 
rain off their spongy foliage. The 
variety earnla has rose-colored flow- 
era with a yellow eye; Logger! has 
pink flowers with a lighter eye: 
Lahuglnoea la a trailer with soft pink 
flowers and Barmen toss la pink with 
a yellow eye. 

All the ermerlas. or thrifts, have 
pink flower*. The dwarf eat of the 
family la' the variety oeespltoaa. 
which is only from one to two inches 
high. Maritime and its varieties are 
kll pink and may be used in any 
sunny situation m the rock garden. 

CrucinsUe stylos* la a good pink 
and comes from northern India. It 
is, however, a rampant grower with 
an unpleasant smell. 

The Dlanthus family la rich In 
pinks of many shads*. The dwarfer 
kinds, suitable for the rock garden, 
will include: Alplnus. Neglect us. Ar- 
vcnensla, Caeslus and Deltoid**. All 
are quite easy to grow In any sunny 
situation. 

Daphne Cneorum. sometimes known 
as the garland flower. Is .a,beauti¬ 
ful trailing evergreen shrub, flower¬ 
ing in April.

FRANK BUCHMAN—THE Frank 
of the Oxford Group Movement— 
linked his arm in ours, smiled as if we 
had been long separated friends, or Sin¬ 
ners, escorted us across the lobby of the 
hotel, invited us to lunch with him. then 
autographed and presented us with the 
newest thing in OGM literature—“What 
is the Oxford GroupT” by "The Layman 
With a Notebook,” 132 pages, published 
by Oxford University Press. England. 

That is on* rcuon for mentioning this book 
In thia column. The other is that with the 
mounting interest in the Movement the book la 
destined for wide reeding. It make* a bid for the - 
place of lntroductlpn textbook of the Movement. 

Prank told ua the book waa considered a spark- 
ling bit of work and that lta anonymoua author 
had the dlatlnctlon of having two plays running 
in London concurrently. Heavens, we thought. It 
might be Noel Coward. 

Anyhow, whoever the author, "What la the 
Oxford Oroup?" answers the question it puta in 
a thorough and bualntaa-llke way. It has the 

directness or a prim er. 

It begins thus: 

"You cannot belong to the Oxford Oroup. It 
has no membership list, subscriptions, badge, 
rules or dsflnite location. It la a nams for a 
group of peopla who. trom every rank, profession 
and trade, la many countries, have surrendered 
their lives to Ood and who are endeavoring to lead 
a spiritual quality of Ufa under the guidance of 
the Holy Spirit. 

"The Oxford Group la not a religion: it has no 
hierarchy, no temples, no andowmfnta: its workers 
have no salaries, no plana but Ood’s plan: every 
* country la their country, every man their brother. 
They are Holy Crusaders in modern dress, wearing 
spiritual armor. Their aim la 'A New World Order 
for Christ, the King.' " 

In such simple, dsflnite narration it continues 
covering the movement's scope from sin. through 
sharing lor confession and witness, surrender, 
restitution, guidance, to the four absolutes of 
honesty, purity, unselflahnssa and love. It ;alao 
discusses the individual's relationship with the 
world and himself. 

Of the founder and leader it assures us: 

“Prank Buchman la not an astatic He wears 
no distinctive garb, affects no unusual manner 
and makes no claim to an unuaual personality 1 
Christ, to Prank Buchman. Is not a prop for 
our human frailties, not a nurse behind whom wa 
ehould hide In moments of moral cowardice, but a 
friend who Is united to each of ua Individually in 
an understanding and progressiva sympathy." 

Dealing with world events this very practical 
question is asksd: 

“Will any representative of a world poorer have 
the moral pluck at the next Disarmament. Peace 
or Economic Conference to tell the assembly that 
ha la not going to remain a passive Christian, but 
become an active Ufa far Christ, that bis work is 
going to be founded on Christ a honesty, purity, 
unselfishness and love? Is there a statesman 
who believes In Christ sufficiently to do this?'* 
Statesmen aqd lust plain politician*, economic 
and social experts, sines 1939 have been trying , 
to change, or at least to bend, the laws of eco¬ 
nomics and even of material nature to let man 
out. Their futUity in such efforts Is about to ba 
recognised as one ot the phenomena of this gray 
period. Over these world changers, the Oxford 
Orouper in his approach based on Changed Uvea 
would appear to hold a definite advantage; for 
Instead of setting himself the impossible task of 
changing the immutable laws, be places the em- 
phasia on the adjustment of man to the Im¬ 
mutable. And It seems rather like the sensible 
thing to do for there Is soma chancs of accom¬ 
plishing It. This book indicates the desirability 
and effectiveness of such adjustment.

A MONG the war stories of the last 
three or four years, one which is 
bound to survive is the truly great Rus¬ 
sian novel, “And Quiet Flows the Don." 
by Mikhail Sholokhov. 

I am not so sure of “The Unforgottcn 
Prisoner," by R. C. Hutchinson. This 
narrative of 564 pages has an original 
plot; several characters really alive and 
so distinctive as to be remembered by 
the most dissiputed novel reader; almost 
complete absence of dirt for dirt’s sake, 
and last, hut not least, a clear, dignified, 
at times elevated, prose style. 

Mr. Hutchinson's undoubted descriptive power 
and Defoe-like grasp of detail might also be men¬ 
tioned. but he oould have cut down ths length 
of hla huge novel by 300 jlagas and it would have 
been a more acceptable story. Paw readers wlU 
care to wade through every paragraph. Thia la a 
work or art, but it would hava bean a better work 
of art If lta author could bevo remembered that 
life is short and tlms is fleeting, and verbosity is 
a vice.

r IS noble, verbose story starts with a love 
affair In an old English vicarage In pre-war 
days between a romantic young man and a senti¬ 
mental Oerman governess.

Attack On “New Deal’’ 
Denies Roosevelt Is 
Aiding Recovery 

I P YOU happen to feel that the present adminis¬ 
tration at Washington is considerably lass than 
all-wise, you might find a good deal of aid and 
comfort in “The Menace of Recovery,” by William 
MacDonald. 

Here is about tha sharpest attack on tbe Roose¬ 
velt programme that has been printed. It to. at 
the same Ume. a patient step-by-step analysis of 
that programme, and tt la not quite the sort of 
thing that can ba laughed off as the complaint 
of a “Tory." 

Mr. MacDonald begins by reviewing President 
Roosevelt's campaign speeches, finding in them 
ample evidence of a “radicalism" that tha country 
at the time failed to appreciate. 

Then he reviews tha administration's actions 
since March 4. 1933. carries them down to ths 
present, end draws his conclusions. 

He gives the administration credit for creating 
public confidence, starting finance and trade 
moving anew, and alleviating a certain amount 
of unemployment. 

Yet, he trams, “It would be absurd to estimate 
highly such obvious lncldsnto." as he asesrts that 
recovery has been largely both superficial and 
artificial. 

Then, after denouncing the NRA, the AAA and 
tha monetary policy, he asserts bluntly that the 
government to-day. to all Intents and purposes. 
“«a a presidential dictatorship with a pronounced 
Socialist interest"—and, at the same time, he 
discerns more than a tinge of Fascism in It. 

American society, In abort, he warns, is being 
reorganised on collectivist lines, and the outlook 
ahead is pretty dark and giaamy. It is published 
by Macmillan. 

Finds Intellectuals cAn 
Incapable Lot 

WHIN your reviewer waa a great deal younger 
“ and a whole lot nicer than be Is now. he had 
a book of nursery rhymee in which there was a 
poem about an oyster; an oyster who was highly 
edmited, but who nevertheless had no brains 
at all. 

This oyster has certain points of resemblance 
to some of our present-day Intellectuals. They are 
educated, but essentially rather dumb And If 
you want to get a good laboratory view of them, 
you might profitably read Teas Sleslngar’s new 
novel. “The Unpossessed " 

Miss Slsglngsr tells about the Intellectual*, the 
owltshly profound and completely futile folk who 
talk and talk and somehow manage to work them¬ 
selves into tha position of being completely dis¬ 
inherited. 

Her little clique of serious thinkers is all hot 
and bothered about the revolution, and they de¬ 
cide to start a radical magaalne to help things 
along They enlist the eld of a group of ardent 
young Communistic university atudento. and they 
get a society woman to finance It; and because 
they are all so fundamentally dlsxy. In spite of 
their fine words, the magaalne never does get off 
tbe ground. 

For these people, as Miss Slestnger sees them, 
are not really alive at all. Their enthusiasm* are 
like their love affairs and their gin—eyntbetlc. 

They have no roots and no honest background. 
They're smart and sophisticated, but at bottom 
they're like the oyster—educated, but brainless 
It'e a clever end bitter book; published by 
Simon and Bchueter for, 92.5c.

BIRD GUESTS 

One part of the house of Mr. Will A. Barton, who writes i 
“Our Dumb Animals” magazine, has for many years been-tl 
target for investigation by flickers, which is the golden-wing 
woodpecker so called from its spring note. They have the wa 
pierced with several holes to their credit. I used to patch t 
holes they made, but I found that did not answer, for they wou 
open them up again right away, so I quit trying to keep the 
out. About eight or nine years ago some little bluebirds call, 
on me, in the spring; they were wishing to rent homes for t( 
summer. One couple inspected the birdhouse on a pole, thoug 
it all right, and took possession. The other coUple spied 1 
Flicker’s holes in the house, they investigated them and eh 
a hole that waa about two inches above the floor of the up] 
room where I slept and within three or four feet of my b 
Observing their wishes, 1 put an empty box in front of the ho 
and they started right in to building their nest in it. 

A day or two later I had a call from two kingbirds wiahii 
to rent a home. After looking the ranch over they picked 
the opposite end of the birdhouse to that already occupied 
the first couple of bluebirds. Now the door on this end of t 
birdhouse is boarded up, As after building it I thought it w 
not Urge enough on the inside for two nests. After trying f 
some time to get in this end they gave up the effort and bu 
their nest on the stoop that projects out in front of the do 
One morning soon after, when I went outside, there lay th 
nest on the ground. The wind had blown it down. 1 pick 
up the nest and put in a box and shaped it up as best I eoui 
then nailed the box to the pole just below the birdhouse. T 
kingbirds were watching me. and as soon as I got through th 
flew to the box, repaired the nest, and then settled thrmsel, 
down. With this little army of watchmen, Mr. Flicker was co 
pelted to keep away from the house all summer. 

The birds that lived in the birdhouse came back two or th 
years, but the couple that took up their abode in the house ha 
come back every year since, although they had unpMsant thin 
happen to them in 1931 and 1932. In 1931 they had been ve 
buay raising a little family of four. I had been keeping go 
watch of the little fellows and they were about ready to f 
It was in the afternoon when I noticed that the parents w 
acting strangely near the entrance to their nest, so I went i 
stairs and looked'in at the nest, and I saw that the little fello 
were gone and the bullsnake that had been living in my re 
cellar waa eoiled up in the neat. I promptly got Mr. Bullsna 
back to hia cellar. I saw that he had not got the birds, for th 
were in the river bank near by. 

In 1932 a second impleisnntneas happened to them. Th 
had four eggs in the nest, then the flickers began to bother th 
and cause them to stay away from their nest. In a short tim 
discovered that the flickers had destroyed the eggs. The bl 
birds then left, but one of the flickers has roosted in that I 
every night since, coming in juat before dusk and leaving j 
before daylight in the morning, 

A few weeks ago my bluebirds came back and wished to 
their old home, so I put a fresh piece of tin over their hole wi 
a smaller hole in it. I also put a false floor in the box, whi 
makes an upstairs and a downstairs. The bluebirds stay do 
stairs aud the flicker stays upstairs, as he has his own entr 
near the top of the box. 

Do you not think that there are signs that these birds 
some thinking during these happenings? I do. I also thi 
the snake did some thinking, for he had to come from the cell 
which is some forty feet from the house, then climb up the si 
of the house to the entrance to the bird box, which is nine f 
from the ground, and looks to me like a very difficult climb 
straight-up wail.

, r PHE8E afternoons, when such persona as are 
X inclined and able are smacking little pellets 
around the fairways of- about a hundred golf 
course*, it la likely that not one of them gives a 
thought to the late Mr. Robert Lockhart. 

It la equally likely that very few ever have 
beard of him. And yet he was the sportsman 
who Introduced golf to America. Lockhart was a 
Scotsman and a New York linen merchant, and 
when he would go home on business he would 
tell hie friends that his only objection to America 
wme that people here never played golf, or even 
knew anything about it. This so astonished hi* 
countrymen that In 1887 they took up a collec¬ 
tion and bought Mr. Lockhart two seta of clubs, 
a couple of dozen balls, and told him to hurry 
back and convert the heathen. 

MISSING LINKS 

'THE BALLS were made of gutta-percha, although 
A not so many years before they were of leather 
stuffed with feathers. Leather balls used to 
break pretty often, end the rules were that you 
had to play a new ball from the spot where the 
l**¥«*t fragment of the old one stopped. Any¬ 
way. Mr. Lockhart, carrying a plaid bag of clubs 
and followed by a lot of email boys, went up to 
Central Park and began knocking balls across the 
meadows. This frightened e number of old ladles, 
who got e police m an to come end arrest the crazy 
man. He had quite a time of it et the police 
station but waa released because nobody could 
find a charge on which to detain him. 

GOLFING GANGSTERS 

HPHE NEWSPAPERS were full of the story, of 
x course, end some other Scotsmen sought out 
Lockhart and organised the first club. They In¬ 
corporated. bought thirty-six acres of great open 
spaces in Yonkers, and became known as the 
Apple Tree Gang. Thle am because they had no 
clubhouse, but met under an apple tree near the 
flrat tee. Always hanging on one of !U boughs 
was a basket of sandwiches and a demijohn of 
whisky. v 

By 1861 there were three or four clube there¬ 
about. and the Apple Tree Gang had a clubhouse 
designed by Stanford White and had become 
known officially aa the St. Andrews Club. The 
apple tree la still blooming, on a private estate. 
And ten year* ago a twig from it waa presented 
by our Ambassador in London to the Prtnoe of 
Wales, who Is honorary captain of the Royal and 
Ancient Oolf Club of 8t. Andrews. 

DESIGN FOR GOLFING 

A MUCH greater figure In the game was Charles 
ri ‘ Bla'r MacDonald, who helped to found the 
United States Oolf Association and later designed 
some of the most famous courses on this side of 
the Atlantic. He attended the University of St. 
Andrews back In the ‘seventies, and there played 
with the celebrated Tom Morrises, father and eon. 
Then he returned to America, but did not play 
until after Lockhart had introduced the 
in the east. Once MacDonald tried to 
golf In Chicago, aith tomato cans sunk In th* 
turf of a iakefront park. But hoodlums stole 
the balls and jeered him out of countenance. 

Hi# first venture a# a course architect was in 
1607, when he planned the National i-ir.^ tt 
Southampton. After that be designed a dozen 
or more.

A friend of Rigden relates this story among 
others: "Be ante a remarkable man. but very dis¬ 
appointed by his hopeless fight over eighteen 
year* for a pension for wounds received at Ypras. 
In hte last years be went about the street* play¬ 
ing his “Strad" from an Invalid chair. Hte 
charity knew no limit, and actually he died very 
poor. At one time he hao a transport business in 
London, and waa also a money-lenJer In hte 
youth he ran away to sea. and went around the 
World three times.”

to say. than the combined populations of those 
three countries, and inhabiting an area only about 
one-sixth as big. 

It la for the custom of those 380.000.000 con¬ 
sumers that an economic war is now being fought 
In Asia between the manufacturers and exporters 
of Orest Britain and of Japan.

r IS not necessary minutely to survey each 
eastern market to obtain an adequate picture 
of th* whole; an analysis of Japanese Imports 
Into Ceylon la one that is both typical of the 
entire Asiatic situation and equally contains facta 
relevant to the problems which confront those 
Oriental governments anxious to foster a mutual 
trade between this country and those whose com¬ 
mercial affairs they administer.

C GENERAL HUGH 8. JOHNSON and Don Rlch-

drawing out of the experimental stag* into a 
routine phase where consistent policies can be 
maintained and that they now have a fair Idea aa 
to what things can be entrusted to code author¬ 
ities with reasonable assurance that they will not 
take advantage of labor and tb* consumers. 

But in virtually every attempt to achieve a 
more workabl*>falrer set-up. they encounter ter¬ 
rific pressures—and often those pressures oome 
from half a dozen directions.

Increasing Accident Deaths

|F THERE l* one thing for which , 
1 you CM credit the passing and ; 
unlamented depression, it la possibly 
the lower rate of deaths from acci¬ 
dent*. particularly accident* from ] 
motor cars. 

Than ware 9.000 fewer deaths from 
accident* ln 1932 than in 1931. snd 
the lowest total was reached since 
that recorded ln 1934. 

To-day the number of deaths from 
motor vehicles is greater than that 
of suicides and homicides combined. 
The four most common types of acci¬ 
dental deaths are those from motor 
vehicles, fails, drowning and burns. 

The percentages vary, with the 
highest rate from motor vehicles dur¬ 
ing th« late fall and winter months, 
and the lowest rate In June and July. 

Obviously, the difficulties of driv¬ 
ing tn winter weather are associated 
largely with the increased accident 
rate. 

The rates for falls also are lowest 
during June end July, while rates 
for drowning naturally become far 
higher tn summer than in winter. 

The decrease In death rates from 
motor vehicle accidents during 1932 
eras, no doubt, due to the with¬ 
drawal of a considerable number of 
can from traffic because of the de¬ 
pression. 

The proportion of such deaths to 
population and gasoline consumption 
varies with different state* For ln- 
stanoe. North Dakota had the low- |
